CONCESSIONS IN TRANSVAAL. 


PRECEDENT FOR AMERICA. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, July 9.— The post- 
tion of the British government rela- 
tive to the various mining and other 
concessions in the Transvaal is fully 
disclosed in a Blue BoSk covering this 
question which has just reached 
Washington. The subject is of the 
very first importance to the State and 


troublesome and weighty problems 
now confronting them as a result of 
claims from various concessions in 


Claims of vast amount based on tele- 
graphic and railroad franchises 
granted by the Spanish government 
prior to the Spanish-American war 
have been made and Great Britain's 
course may establish a valuable prece- 
dent. Moreover, the most important of 
the concessions in our insular posses- 
sions and in Cuba are claimed by Eng- 
lish corporations. 

The issue was made last Septem- 
ber, when Sir Alfred Milner, 
South African commissioner promul- 
gated the famous order giving notice 
that the British government reserves 
the right to recognise or modify any 
concession made by the late South Af- 
rican Republic, “without proper legal 
authority or contrary to law, or the 
conditions of which have not been duly 
complied with, or which appear to af- 
fect judicially the interest of the re- 
public.” 

This clause was of the most sweep- 
ing character. and the British govern- 
ment appointed a commission to pass 


upon the whole subject. This com- 


mission has made an exhaustive re- 
port, set out in the Blue Book. It 
lays down some important principles. 
One interesting statement in the be- 
ginning is this: 

“On September 1, 1900, Her Late

The conclusions of the commission- 
ers have not yet been accepted and 
enunciated by the British government 
itself, so far as the Blue Book shows.

done toward effecting a peaceable set- 
tlement of the strike, was not referred 
to today, and everything pointed to an 
amicable adjustment of all differences 
at the general conference arranged for 
next Thursday in this city. 

President Shaffer said he considered

This board has 
only been called together once before, 
and that was during the trouble at 
Wood's plant at McKeesport, last April. 
It is composed of President Theodore

liams of Birmingham, Ala.; Vice- 


ter Larkin of Wheeling, W. Va.; Vice- 
President John F. Ward of Youngs- 
town, 0.; Vice-President John J. 
Quinn of Granite City, IL; Vice-Pres- 
ident D. R. Rees of Pittsburgh, and 
Vice-President John Chappelle of 
Youngstown, O.;: Secretaries John Wti- 
liams, M. F. Tighe and V. I. Davis, 
and National Trustees John Pierce and 
John H. Morgan. 

“I am pretty well satisfied that the 
trouble will be settled at this meeting,” 
said President Shaffer. 
to be a spirit of fairness pervading 
those with whom I have talked offi- 
clally on the subject.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) July 9.—The

He 
says Dawson has changed very much 
during the last year, and is now get- 
ting quieter. Every month machinery 
is being so extensively put in as to 
materially reduce the number of men 
employed.

NEW YORK, July 9.—The Evening 
Post says Chairman Roswell Miller of 
| the St. Paul Railway stated today that 


ne had received advices from his west- 


ern offices, announcing that the Atchi- 
son railway had postponed the re- 
duced rates which it had published to 
go into effect on July 15. ' 

Miiler said this action followed a 
conference of railway presidents held 
yesterday in Chicago, when the rate 
question was thoroughly discussed. Mil- 
ler expressed the belief that the whole 
trouble would be speedily settled, and 
old conditions be restored promptly. 

This hopeful view is not held by 
other officers, however. The more gen- 
eral opinion is that no improvement 
is likely of a permanent condition, and 
that the reductions are bound to be- 
come more general and more important. 
The fact that the reductions between 
the Missouri River and Buffalo have 
been in existence on secret contracts 
for a long time, and that these con- 
tracts run far into the winter, are al- 
leged to make an early restoration of 
Stability improbable. 

Two other serious factors enter into 
the situation. First, that railway ton- 
nage has been declining, both in mer- 
chandise movement and in grain de- 
liveries, and, second, that the trunk 
lines between New York and Buffalo 
for the first time in a long while, are 
also cutting rates. 

PRESIDENTS HAVE AGREED.

.CHICAGO, July 9.—Presidents of the 
western lines involved in the rate diffi- 
culty have practically reached an 
agreement, and are only waiting for the 
assent of a few southern iines to put 
it into effect.

States relative to the tariff. The Rus- 
sian Minister of Finance, M. De Witte, 
has proposed that Russia will vacate 
all of the additional duties levied on 
American goods since the imposition of 
the sugar differential, ff the United 
States will vacate its action on the 
Sugar differential. 

To this Secretary Gage has replied 
that the offer of the Russian govern- 
ment cannot be accepted, as the ques- 
tion of the sugar differential is now in 
the hands of the court, thus precluding 
action by the executive branches. These 
exchanges, although made nominaily 
by the Minister of Finance, and Secre- 
tary Gage, have gone through the 
medium of the Russian Foreign Office 
and the State Department. as. 

The proposition of the Russian Min- 
ister of Finance was the direct result 
of Secretary Hay’s note of about two 
weeks ago. In that note the Secretary 
of State pointed out that the action 
taken as to petroleum was not new, nor 
was it meant to have connection with 
the previous action of the government 
on sugar. This appears to have recon- 
ciled the Russian officials in their view 
that the petroleum order was only an- 
other step in the policy previously 
taken respecting sugar. 

Accordingly, M. De Witte's response 
was communicated to Washington, 
Count Lamsdorf forwarded it to M. 
De Wollant, the Russian chargé here. 
It is not long, but is quite ta the 
point. It makes no further issue as 
to the petroleum order. The chief 
attention is given to sugar and the 
specific offer is made to vacate imme- 
diately the increased duties which 
Russia has levied if the United States 
will vacate its action on sugar. This 
would amount to establishing the 
| status quo which existed before the 
United States took its initial action 
relutive to Russia. 

The Russian proposition was duly 
communicated to Secretary Gage, who 

responded promptly that, as the 
sugar question is now before the 
courts, it is not possible for him to 
avail himself of the Russian sugges- 
tions. Thus the matter stands. 

The reductions which would have re- 
sulted under Witte’s tender 
arc those affecting cast-iron wares, 
manufactures of iron and steel-boiler 
works, tools for artisans at factories 
and workshops, gas and wager meters, 
motors ani dynamos, sewing machines, 
portable engines. not including thrash- 
ing machines, fire engines and other 
machinery of iron and steel: also, 
white resin, galipot, brewers’ pitch 
and bicycles. The increased duties on 
iron and steel goods followed after the 
imposition of the sugar differential, 
while those on bicycles and resin fol- 
lowed the increase on petroleum. 

M. De Witte’s proposal was to take 
off all of the increased duties. In the 
course of his letter it is stated that 
the second retallatory move on bicy- 
cles and resin was not due to the 
American action on petroleum, al- 
though it had some part in the orig- 
inal note, but that related back to the 
American action on sugar.

After referring at length to the va- 
rious questions that enter into the 
erection of a national educational ja- 
stitution, the report continued:

BISHOP SPAULDING. 

A storm of applause followed the 
close of the president's address. Bishop 
John L. Spaulding of Peoria, III., was 
given an enthusiastic welcome when he 
rose to begin his address on “Prog- 
ress in Education.” He spoke in part 
as follows: 

“Progress is increase of power and 
quality of life. It is this, even, when 
it seems to be but greater control of 
the forces of nature, for they are thus 
made serviceable to life. Education 
is the unfolding and upbuilding of life, 


right education is 
“The nineteen century will be 
known as the century of progress, the 
century in which mankind grew in 


all preceding ages, in which the ener- 
gies, not of a few only, but of whole 
peoples, were as never before. 
The consciousness to which we have 
attained that the universe is alive with 
energies has awakened in the modern 
man a feverish desire to exert himself 
to be active in a world in which noth- 
ing can remain passive and survive; 
and as greater and greater numbers 
are mobilized and set thinking, it 
comes more and more difficult for the 
individual to stand upright and make 
his way, unless he be awakened and 
energized in mind and body. Hence 
not individuals alone, but nations are 
driven to educste themselves, that 
they may be prepared for the competi- 
tive struggle which is found every- 
where as never before in the history of 
mankind. 

“Progress in education was first be- 
gun in the valleys of the Euphrates 
and the Nile, in Babylon and Egypt. 
There the first schools were estab- 
lished. There the work was taken up 
by the Jew, the Greek and the Roman, 
each contributing something to the 
treasures which constitute the essen- 
tial wealth of humanity. 

“When the Roman empire fell before 
the invading barbarians, a more en- 
during social state was gradually built 
on the ruins of pagan culture and re- 
ligion, by the aid of the principles and 
ideals of Christianity. Our Christian 
faith in Cod means belief in increase 


be considered as inner development 
and purification, or as enlarging mas- 
tery over the external world, becomes 
tre most leg t:mate, the mst invigor- 
ating, the most fruitful aspiration of 
our nature. Faith in the goodness of 
life, issuing in ceaselers efforts to de- 
ve’op it to higher ard higher poten- 
cies, has determined our worid view 
and brought us to understand that the 
universe is a system ef forces whose 
erd is the education of souls. 

“In the 
centuries education rose in many Eu- 
ropean States to a height which it had 
not attained since the days of Seneca 
and Quintillian. In the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries the Renaissance 
marks a new advance. In the six- 
teenth century Rabelais, Erasmus and 
Montaigne make valuable contribu- 
tions, while Luther and Knox labored 
strenuously to establish popular 
schools in Germany and Scotland. In 
the seventeenth entury the Jesuits 
traised many of the greatest minds, 
among others Descartes; and Com- 
enius propounded and arranged a 
course of instruction which has exer- 
cised a lasting influence on the devel. 
opment of educational theory and 
practice. In the eighteenth century 
Rousseau, in spite of his wrong views, 
awakened widespread interest in edu- 
cation. He estimulatei Kant and 
Goethe, Basedow and Pestaiozzsi 
occupy themselves with — 
problems. 

“Thus at the opening of the nine- 
teenth century an enthusiasm for edu- 
cation had been aroused. Hitherto the 
purpose of the school had been to 
teach the privileged classes and to 
prepare for the learned professions; 
henceforth the whole people are to re- 
ceive instruction. The State in conse- 
quence is led to establish free schools. 
As the ideals of democracy prevail, the 
aim is to educate to freedom rather 
than to obedience. 

“During the nineteenth century no 
country has made greater progress in 
education than our own. We have or- 
ganized a great system of schools in 
which free education is offered to all: 


education is given to those who desire 
it. Universities for men and women 
have been founded: and we have free 
training schools for teachers in many 
parts of the Union. As a result of the 
diffus:ng cf a more serious educit'on, 
there is an increasing tendency to 
exact a higher degree of culture of 
candidates for the learned professions. 
In ecientific and technical efncation, in 
commer al. agr cultural ard industrial 
education we are making genuine and 
rapid progress. 

“Our environments, our fortune, our 
success have combined to make us a 
practical people, and hence we easily 
persuade ourselves that religion and 
culture are valuable chiefly for what 
they do for the protection of posterity 
and the peace of socicty. But the re- 
verse of this is the true view. Prop- 
erty and the peace of society have as 
their end the fostering of religion an! 
culture. Religion and virtue are the 
most essential elements of humanity, 
and they can be taught; but they are 
the most difficult of things to teach. 
because those alone in whom they are 
a live principle, bodying itself in a 
character which irresistably inspires 
reverence. mildness, love and devotion 
can teach them. This is a general 
truth. We can teach what we know 
and love to thore who know and love 
us; the rest is dr ll. 

“The question of education 1s pri- 
marily a question of teachers: incf- 
dentally only a questicn of methods. 
Information is indispensable, and the 
methods by which it may be best im- 
parted must be known and employed 
by the, teacher: but the end is a cul- 
trvated mind. opening to the light as 
flowers to the morning rays, athirst 
for knowledge as the growing corn 
for rain and sunshine. In a rightly- 
educated mind, intellectual culture 18 
inseparable from moral culture. Moral 
character is th: only foundation on 
which the temple right can stand 
secure and symmefrical. As moral 
culture is the most ind’spensable, it 
is the most completely within the 
power of those who know how to edu- 
cate, how to touch man's deepest na- 
ture, and awaken in him a consclous- 
ness of God's presence in the soul.”

WHOLESALE THEFT OF HAY. 


Unknown Thief Hauls Off Sixty-five 
Bales of Hay and Detectives Can

An unknown thief has been operating 
in the Cahuenga Valley on a wholesale 
scale for several weeks, and although 
his operations have been very bold, no 
clew to his identity has been discov- 
ered.

Two Rousing Meetings 
in Cincinnati. 

Dr. Clark Remembered| 

_ by Delegates. 


The Convention Will Come to a 
Close Today—The 
Programme. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
CINCINNATI (O.) July 9%.—The 
fourth day of the conference of the 
Christian Endeavor Society was a 
light one as far as the programme 
was concerned, but the Endeavorers 
were out en masse at two big meet- 
ings today. It was another beautiful 
day, somewhat hotter than yesterday, 
but not oppressively so. 72 

At the last moment the three big 
music hall rallies were concentrated 
into two meetings which were held in 
Auditoriums Endeavor and Williston. 
This same arrangement will, in all 
probability hold good tomorrow. Aud- 
itorlums Endeavor and Williston are 
amply sufficient to accommodate the 
Endeavorers and besides a number of 
the speakers have failed to put in an 
appearance. Five of the prominent 
ones are absent, all being sick. Those 
not present are Rev. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man, Rev. George D. Purves, and Rev. 
Charles C. Hall of New York; Rev. 
John Henry Blarrows of Oberlin, 0., 
and Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus of Chi- 
cago, 

After the usual quiet hour meetings 
in the morning which open  evVery 
day’s programme, the big auditoriums 
were thrown open for a discussion of 
the “Twentieth Century Church,” Rev. 
Cannon B. Richardson of London, 
Ont. presided at Auditorium En- 
deavor. ; 

The chief address was that of Prin- 
cipal Booker T. Washington of the 
Colored Normal School at Tuskegee, 
Ala. He took as his subject “The 
Power of a Noble Life.” As he ad- 
vanced to the front of the stage to 
speak, he was the recipient of a tre- 
mendous ovation, and he had not pro- 
ceeded far into his address, which he 
cleverly punctuated with dialect and 
other stories of the colored folk, until 
he had won a warm spot in the hearts 
of his hearers. He traced his own ca- 
reer from that of a slave and told of 
his work among the people of his race. 

“I don't believe in all the history of 
thie country.“ he said, “has there been 
such need for strong, unselfish, pure 
and intelligent men who are willing 
to sacrifice ambition, position, fortune 
and comfort for the welfare of their 
fellow men. The noblest of lives and 
the one thing worth living for is the 
opportunity to make some individulas 
more happy, more useful.” 

He made an impassioned appeal for 
his people, and asked that they be 
judged by the best among them and 
not the lowllest. He said the privilege 
of teaching and enlightening a fellow 
human bejngs was the highest privi- 
lege given to any man and that he 
long ago learned that to cherish hatred 
even against the white man in the 
South a un-Christian and that he 
was g¢ to note that this spirit was

In Auditorium Williston, where Rev. 
A. B. Philputt of Indianapolis pre- 
sided, a number of addresses limited to 
five minutes each were made. Rev. 
Charles M. Sheldon of Topeka, Kan., 
was among the speakers. 

Miss Margaret Koch of Waterville, 
Me., conducted a personal-equipment 
conference at the Ninth-street Baptist 
Church. The members of the board of 
trustees and other officers of the 
United Society gave a banquet to 
President Clark at the Grand Hotel at 
noon. He was presented with a beau- 
tiful silver loving cup in commemora- 
tion of the twentieth anniversary of 
the Christian Endeavor. In the after- 
noon Dr. Clark attended the Congre- 
gational rally at the Walnut Hill Con- 
gregational Church, where Samuel B. 
Capen of Bostor presented to him an 
immense memorial, signed by over 200 
of the leading educators, editors, 
clergy and business men in the United 
States as an expression of thankful- 
ness and appreciation for the work 
that Dr. Clark has done in organizing 
and guiding the Christian Fndeavor. 

What was probably the prettiest of 
the meetings of the convention was 
the annual junior rally held in Audi- 
torlum Endeavor in the afternoon. 
Treasurer William Shaw of Boston 
wielded the gavel. Secretary John 
Willis Baer addressed the meeting.

Pietri came here about two weeks 
ago, and is living at Harlem. Her- 
nandez has just reached here—on the 
steamer Caracas.

A part of it, 
he said, would undoubtedly be given 
to the uses of free libaries and other 
educational projects, according to the 
plan he had adopted in the past, but 
the difficulties attending his recent 
gift to the Scotish universities had led 
him to consider other methods of dis- 
position of his wealth, 

Just what direction flow of Carne- 
gie’s charity may take is not yet cer- 
tain, but it seems possible from his 
talk that it will be wider, and that he 
may undertake the founding of art 
galleries or scientific museums, and 
other means of public instruction and 
refinement.

It is understood that Lord Rose- 
ry win not attend the Asquith din- 
ner, but will probably issue a letter in- 
dorsing his views. 

W. W. Wylie, who has just returned 
to Helena, Mont., from Mammoth Hot 
Springs, in Yellowstone Park, says 
that two women, whose names were 
unknown, met with an. accident while 
inspecting the boiling mud “Paint 
Pots” at the Thumb-on- Yellowstone 
Lake Saturday afternoon. The women, 
a mother and her daughter, who en- 
tered the park by the Monida route, 
fell into the natural cauldron, where 
the boiling mud was waist deep, and 
could only be rescued with difficulty. 

The suit of the California Raisin 
Growers’ Association against Seropian 
Bros., raisin packers, for the posses- 
sion of raisins in which the association 
claims a contract interest was tried 
yesterday in the Superior Court at 
Fresno. The contract was attacked by 
the defendants on the ground that it is 
drawn to create a monopoly and is 
detrimental to the public interests. The 
case was submitted upon briefs. 

After a night and a day spent in con- 
sidering a verdict, the jury in the case 
of Herbert W. Pearson of Duluth 
against the Great Northern Railway 
Company last night reported its inabil- 
ity to agree and was discharged. Pcar- 
son sued to recover $150,000, which he 
alleged to be due from the ratiroud 
company under a contract which he 
claimed to have made with it for the 
location of vast beds of coal in 
States of Washington and Montana, 

Contrary to the opinion expressed in 
Vienna, says a Berlin dispatch to the 
London Daily Express, it is held that 
there is no possibility of a general 
European trade combination against 
the United States, Germany's trade re- 
lationg being too extensive to permit 
her to assume an attitude of hostility.

The fears of Santa Barbara were 
allayed about 4 p.m., when the yacht 
Ariel, the only sailing vessel of the 
pleasure fleet, arrived in port and re- 
ported all safe. There was a crowd 
at the dock to receive the boat al- 
most as soon as she was in sight, and 
she was not allowed to land until 
small boats put out to meet her. 
There was only one passenger aboard, 
Don Leach, a boy of 17, who had 
volunteered to come to the mainiand 
and procure more gasoline for the 
launch reported sunk. He was much 
surprised when told how great was the 
anxiety of people ashore.

STUDIES OF AMERICAN 


IMMIGRATION. 
IV.—HUGUENOT 


He reader need hardly be told that 

the term Huguenot is applied to the 

early Protestants of France. The 
history of their struggles with the 
dominant civil and religious powers 
for a period of ove rtwo hundred years 
constitutes an interesting chapter in 
church literature, while their great 
leaders, such as Calvin, the Duke de 
‘Coligny, Queen Jeanne d' Albert and 
| King Henry of Navarre are very nota- 
ble characters of history. The Hugue- 
nots were the victims of two great 
tragedies—namely, the massacre of 
St. Bartholomew, in 1572, and the revo- 
cation of the edict of Nantes, in 1685. 
The later event {fg vitally connected 
with the coming of Huguenots to 
America. 

In 1598 King Henry IV, who, before 
his ascension to the throne of France, 
as King Henry of Navarre had been a 
Huguenot leader, issued the famous 
“edict of Nantes,.“ which was irrevo- 
cable in ite character, and granted the 
Protestants religious toleration within 
certain limits, These provisions were 
afterward infringed by his descendants 
when they ruled France. Finally 
Louls XIV inaugurated a erstem of 
cruel repression and in October, 1685, 
he issued a proclamation revoking the 
charter of liberty which the Protes- 
tants had enjoyed for a period of al- 
most one hundred years. All Europe 
was astonished at the impolitic act. 
The Duke of Brandenburg, on behalf 
of Protestant sovereigns, replied to the 
Articles of Revocation and nearly all 
Protestant governments invited the 
fleeing Huguenots to their realms. 
The number of refukees will never be 
known, but they approximated 600,000 
for the eeveral series of persecutions. 
They carried their thrift, industry and 
high intelligence with them to enrich 
the lands of their exile. Tens of thou- 
san fied to England and from 
thence many, or thelr descendants,

EMIGRATION TO AMERICA. 
“The great leader of the Huguenots, 
the Duke de Coligny, who was once 
Prime Minister of France, first con- 
ceived the idea of establishing colo- 
nies of his 2 coreligionists in 
America. first Huguenot eettle- 
ment was made in Brazil, near the 
present city of Rio de Janiero, in 1555. 
n this colony were Pierre Richer and 
Guillaume Chartier, who were the first 
rotestant ministers, in ‘he New 
World. Villegagnon, the Governor of 
the colony, renou the Protestant 


faith and the project fai -

A Settlement w 
made at Port Royal in Nova Scotia in 
1604.

In 
St. Christopher they maintained a 
large and fourishing church, and for 
many years enjoved immunity from 
persecution. That peaceful community 
however, Was made to feel the rigors 
of the revocation, and the congrega-

The 
landing of these “pilgrims” at Ply- 
mouth 1 d the momentous conse- 
quences of eir coming to America 
are wel — Meanwhile the Wal- 
loons followed the — of their 
Puritan brethren. In Jul 1621, the 
English Ambassador to Holland was 
petitioned by them for a place of set- 
tlement under the English government, 
their desire being to go to Virginia. 
The promoter of this movement was 
Jesse de Forrest, a prominent Wal- 
of Leven. This petition with its 
list of signers is still preserved in the 
British archives. The negotiations with 
the English proceeded very unsatisfac- 
tortly. Meanwhile the Dutch West 
India Trading Company was chartered 
by the government of Holland. When 
the designs of the Huguenots were 
brought to the notice of the company, 
they were offered most excellent terms, 
which they accepted. Early in March. 
1 the emigrants, comprisi about 
thirty families, embark in the little 
ship New therlands, which after 
a propitious. voyage arrived at the 
mouth of the Hudson. Thus was New 
Amsterdam, now New “York City, 
founded by Huguenots, under Dutch 
patronage. Several of the families pro- 
ceeded up the river and founded the 
colony of “Orange names of the 
passengers on the.

'N NEW ENGLAND AND THE 
SOUTH. 

Among the first Huguenots in New 
England was George Soule, who came 
with the Pilgrims in 1620. Matthew 
Grinnell appears prior to 1638 In 1662 
Dr. Jean Touton of Rochelie, France, 
petitioned the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts for permission for him- 
self and many others of his re- 
ligion to locate in his colony. The 
petition being favorably received a 
very large number came to that prov- 
ince. A Huguenot congregation was 
organized as early as 1685 in Boston. 
Several very distinguished Huguenot 
clergymen served this society, among 
them Dr. David de Bourepos, who had 
been pastor of the now scattered con- 
gregation of St. Christopher in the 
Antilles. In 1696 he was su by 
Rev. Pierre Daillé, D.D., who had 
been a professor in the famous Hu- 
mained in charge of the congrega 
till his death in 1716. 

In 1687 a company of Huguenot refu- 
gees under the Rev. Daniel Boudet 
made a settlement in the Nipmuck 
country, about seventy-five miles west 
(t Boston. They founded the town 
of New Oxford and erected a fort for 
its protection, the ruins of which are 
still visible. 

In 1686 a large settlement of Hu 
nots Was made near the western 5s — 
of Narragansett Bay. They were ac- 
companied by the her, Ezekial Carre 
and Dr. Pierre Ayrault, both refugees 
from France and men of eminence. 

In 1699-1700 arrived the largest col- 
ony of Huguenots ever landed in 
America. The colony came in three 
parties, at intervals, under the lead- 
ership of Philip de Richebourg, a Prot- 
estant nobleman of considerable note. 
Most of them established themselves 
on the James River, near the present 
city of Richmond. Altogether they 
numbered over 700 and comprised some 
families of noble rank. Thie settie- 
ment, called “Manikintown,” did not 
‘ong continue, because of the loca- 
tion. Many of the dwellers scattered 
to other colonies and in 1707 a wen- 
organised movement located a large 
number of them on the River Trent, 
in North Carolina. 


FOUNDING OF CHARLESTON. 
It is a noteworthy fact that the ear- 
Nest Huguenot settlement in the 


United States was in South Carolina. 


After the failure of the Brazilian col- 
ony, already noted, the Duke de Co- 
‘igny sent a second expedition under 
Jean Ribaut, an experienced army of- 
ficer, to make another attempt at col- 
onization. On May 1, 1562, Ribaut en- 
tered the mouth of John's 
River and took possession 
of France. Moving northward, they 
settled Port Royal. War breaking out 
at home, Ribaut hastened to the aid 
of his chief, and the colonists scat- 
tered. When the peace of Amboise 
closed the war Coligny sent another 
colony in 1564, which settled in La 
Carolina, on the St. John's River. The 
ival claims of the French and the 
Spanish to the territory, the great dis- 
aster to Ribaut in 1665 and the mas- 
sacre of the Huguenots by the — 
ish are matters of history.

HUGUENOTS ON THE DELAWARE. 

An examination by the writer of thie 
article of the ancient records of the,

The lower Delaware provinces, suc- 
cessively under Swedish, Dutch and 
English dominion, had a very 
number of Huguenot colonists, many 
of whom were Waldensians, who 
reached this country after incredible 
persecution. The first vice-director of 
the Delaware colony was aig Minuet, 
who assumed charge Some 
writers make him a . beaks, others a 
Hollander. 

In a sense, both statements are cor- 
rect, but by parentage he was a Hu- 
guenot, and his family of noble rank. 
He founded the town of Christiana on 
the Delaware, where he died in 1641. 
Jean Paul Jacquet, who in 1656 was ap- 
pointed vice-director of the colony, was 
another Huguenot of eminence, who 
was called in history a Swede or a 
Dutchman. Other eminent colonists 
were Joost de la Grange, a refugee 
from Normandy prior to 1656; Alexan- 
der Boyer, who came from the French 
nobility and was deputy commissary 
im 1648; ty Jean de Haes, commis- 
sioner in 1 Jacques H lite, Jean 
Le Fever, Gerritt Rutan, who all came 
prior to the revocation. ‘Daniel Routte, 
Jean du 8 Elie Naudin, William 
Voshell.. Dr. Des Jardines, Laurans 
Rochia, Phillipe Cheveller, Albert 
Blocq, Hubert Laurans and many 
others whose names might be given, 
came about the time of the revocation. 
Many became founders of eminent fam- 
ilies.

He had caught several small 
fish and about 8 o'clock he hooked one 
of the large carp with which the lake 
is stocked. In trying to land the fish 
his pole broke and a seption of it about 
four feet long, to which bis line was 
attacked, disappeared for a moment 
and then bobbed up again and began 
circling about as the dsh swam trylag 
to dislodge the hoo.

ONEY WELL SPENT. 

A local contemporary recently 
stated that the Board of Supervisors of 
Los Angeles county is in a quandary, 
not knowing whether or not it would 
be advisable to levy a tax to raise $10,- 
000 for an immigration fund. Hereto- 
fore the law has provided that each 


county might expend $3000 per annum 
| for advertising the county and secur- 
ing immigrants. According to this re- 
port, the last Legislature passed a law 
to the effect that the sum raised for 
such purposes might be increased to 
$10,000. The Supervisors were re- 
minded of the new law by the Cham- 
‘ber of Commerce, and as the time for 
‘fixing the tax assessment is near at 
"hand the question must soon be de- 
cided. One of the Supervisors is 
quoted in the contemporary above re- 
terred to as saying: 

“While the will of the people must 
govern us in this as in all other mat- 


ters, still I am not so sure it is neces- | 


sary to add this extra burden upon the 
people of Los Angeles. There is per- 
‘haps no place in the world that is bet- 
ter advertised and more widely known 
than Los Angeles, and the question 

rises at onee, ‘Is it necessary to spend‘ 
money in that direction?’ Of this 1 
' not entirely sure in my own mind, 
would to know what others 
think about it. The best medium ot 


required to make the “wheels g0 
wound.” This is manifestly unjust. 
unreasonable and impracticabie. There 
is a certain class of public-spirited in- 
dividuals in every community who 
are known to be more or less easily 
“tapped” for contributions to public 
purposes, and who can easily be 
reached in their offices or places ot 
business. On the other hand, there is 
in every community a considerable 
class of close-fisted people who never 
put up a cent more than they can 


‘ 


are difficult to reach, because perhaps 
they are absentee owners of real es- 
tate, or live out in the country. 

Now what could be fairer and more 
reasonable, as a substitute for this 
unfair and unsatisfactory method of 
securing contributions, than to make 
the expense fall evenly on all owners 
of property in the county? They are all 
benefited by such displays, and they 
should all contribute a little toward 
the expense. No reasonable man will 
question that Los Angeles county has 
profited immensely by the displays 
that have been made during the past 
decade at Chicago, Atlanta, San Fran- 
cisco, Buffalo, Hamburg and else- 
where. Nor will any fair-minded per- 
son deny that the displays referred to 
have been made at a minimum of ex- 
pense, and were managed with econ- 
omy and good judgment. Such being 
the case, there seems to be no reason 
why the Supervisors should hesitate 
about complying with the provisions 
of the new law, and levying a tax for 
the purposes indicated. 


HEAPER AUTOS—PERHAPS. 
Rumors are circulating about in 
the East, more or less freely, to the 
effect that a war may soon be declared 
between the leading manufacturers of 
automobiles. If once such a war 
should be started, the immediate ef- 
fect would be a large (though prob- 
}ably temporary) cut in the prices of 
those vehicles, which are now sold 
at prices that are practically pro- 
hibitory, excepting to men who have 
long purses and a speculative turn of 
mind. 
The automobile is probably destined 
to supersede the horse, to a very 
great extent, for the hauling of both 
heavy and light vehicles, but the 
time is considerably in the future 
when this supersession will be com- 
plete, for the good and sufficient reason 
that the auto-vehicie is still in a very 
crude state of advancement—hardly 
beyond the experimental stage, as a 
matter of fact. Some very fine ma- 
chines of each particular tvpe have 
been turned out, it is true, and some 
remarkable achievements by these 
machines have 
the ultimate form and capacity of the 
automobile have not been attained, 
and probably will not de at- 
tained for some years to come. A 
great deal of experimentation must 
— gone through before approximate 


— 


tion can be reached. This ex- 
perimentation is now in progress. It is 
necessarily expensive. The manufac- 
turing machinery which is new to- 
day may 
next mont The auto-vehicle which 


at the presént stage of progress repre- 
sents the best ideas that have been 
given to the industry may be virtually 
obsolete a year hence. 

This fact is the principal reason why 
auto-vehicles are held at so high a 
price. If it could be made to appear 
with reasonable certainty that the 


ultimate form of vehicle and the final 


details of construction had been at- 


tained, so that no further improve- 
ments would be possible, manufacturers 
could go forward with certainty, and 
they could afford to fix the price at a 
figure which would at once assure the 
general introduction of the vehicle into 
the ordinary uses of the public at 
large. 

It is not likely that an “auto-war,” 
should one be begun, will be very 
long continued. The machine has not 
yet been brought to a state of per- 
fection such as would warrant manu- 
facturers in risking large amounts 
of capital on any jeular form of 
motor vehicle. Pri will come down 
from the present prohibitive figures 
without a doubt. But this result will 
be effected through the gradual im- 
provement and perfection of the vehi- 
cle. with the consequent cheapening 
in the cost of construction, rather than 
through reckless rate-slashing by 
manufacturers.

BONDS PROTESTED. 


BUT CITY'S CREDIT IS GOOD. 

Five bonds of the city of Los An- 
geles, valued at $1000 each, have gone 
to protest in New York City. Yester- 
day the Mayor and City Treasurer 
were each notified of this fact. 

This condition is brought about, not 
because the city’s credit is at fault, 
but because of an illegal provision in 
the bond issue. The bonds were issued 
in 1895, and provided for their pay- 
mem ia New York. The courts have 


since decided that the bonds can only 


be id in Los Angeles. 

This condition is explained in the 
following letter which the Mayor yes- 
terday mailed to J, M. Stoddard, no- 
tary of the National Bank of the Re- 
public; of New York: 

“I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication; of the Ist inst., 
giving notice of protest for non-pay- 
ment of five bonds for $1000 each, 
made by the city of Los Angeles, dated 
July 1, 1895, and numbered 126, 246, 86. 
46, and 206, respectively, payable July 
1, 1901, at the Chemical National Bank, 
New Yerk. 

“IT am advised that under the de- 
cision of the case of the City of Los 
Angeles vs. Teed (112 Cal. Rep., p. 319.) 
the provision in these bonds making 
payable in the city of New 

invalid; that there is no law 
which} would authorize the Treasurer 
of this city to go to New York and 
take with him publle moneys, or to 
make any bank in New York an agent 
of the city to pay these bonds, but 
that the law of this State forbids him 
doing either of these things. 

“The money is in the treasury for 
the payment of the bonds referred to, 
and I am informed h the Treasurer 
that he is ready and willing to pay 
the same to the holder or his agent 
upon presentation here. I beg to sug- 

„ therefore, that the holder of 
hese bonds shall cause them to be 
forwarded to this city for collection. | 
regret that this inconvenience should 
be imposed upon him, but the laws of 
this State leave the City Treasurer no 
option in the matter.” 

This communication was sent upon 
the advice of the City Attorney. and 
is, in substance, the same as one 
mailed by the Treasurer to Derby, 
Conn.. in answer to a letter inclosing 
the protest notice. 


TAX EQUALIZATION

Taxpayers who object to the assess- 
ments levied on their property will 
soon be given an opportunity to make 
known their complaints.

Morgan, trustee 

Among a score of things wanted, the 
prayer of the amended and supple- 
mental complaint asks that the de- 
fendants be compelled to let the city 
into exclusive and peaceable posses- 
sion of alt property constituting im- 
provements within the meaning of the 
contract of 1868 at the price fixed by 
the arbitrators in  §1,183,591.42,  to- 
gether with all rents accruing since 
the termination of the thrirty-year 
contract on July 22, 1598, and all other 
moneys due and unpaid. It is also 
asked that the defendants he com- 
pelled to convey the city clear title to 
all the property in controversy, and 
that t.e award made by the arbitra- 
tors be adjudged valid, but the most 
important point is the appointment ef 
a receiver, pending a final dirposition 
of, all disagreements, and the issue of 
general restraining orders. 

This case, however, is not yet at is- 
st and before an answer is filed sey- 
eral imporjant and technical legal 


questions must be cleared away, This 


is the work that was undertaken yea- 
terday. The attorneys for the city are 
City Attorney W. . Mathews and 
Messrs. Lee and Scott, while the coun- 
sel for the defendants comprise John 
Carber, Esq., of San Francisco, John 
S. Chapman, Esq... and Messrs. Rick 
nell, Gibson and Trask. Mr. Garber 
is one of the foremost lawyers of the 
West and a recognized authority in 
this country on water law. 

The matter first taken wp yesterday 
was a motion of the Los Angeles City 
Water ‘Company to rostpone the hear- 
ing in this case until the termination 
of the Morgan suit in the Circuit Court. 
This latter litigation, urged Mr. Chap- 
man when settled, would decide all the 
points at issue in the ‘receiver case” 
and render it unnecessary, whereas it 
was fufther contended that the Circuit 
Court had acquired jurisdiction of the 
property now in controversy and that 
orders of the Superior Court in any 
event would now be fvrtile. But the 
oy iakes vigorous exception to this 
view.

BECOND-DEGREE BURGLARY. 

C. Donald Lowrie, the Harvard man, 
charged with burglary, teld the jury 
yesterday how he came to be mixed up 
in a bad scrape. According to the pros- 
ecution he robbed the residence of Mrs. 
A. R. Allen on February 3, at the cor- 
ner of Burlington avenue and Seventh 
street. Then he went to San Diego to 
dispose of about $100 worth of plate 
and jewelry, and after a few days re- 
turned, only to be arrested. Although 
he refused to tell where he roomed, the 
detectives located his headquarters at 
the Burlington, corner of Ban Pedro 
and Second streets, and discovereg the 
Alien loot. 

But Lowrie denies the State's theory 
against him in every reapect. 

The defendant took the Witness stand 
in his own behalf yesterday forenoon. 
He said he was born in Boston, had

health he fett the East last August 
and went te Denver, where he was for 
two months of c'erical assistance to W. 
M. Danner, State secretary of the Y.M. 
C. A. of Colorado. He arrived in Los 
Angeles a day or so after Christmas, 
and finding no other work labored on 
the Sauthern. Pacific section at Sa- 
vanna for two or three weeks, finally 
returning to the city and taking rooms 
at the Capital en t Second street. 

On the night of the burgiary—Febru- 
ary he swears war in the room 
of Henry C. Warnack, a local news- 
paper reporter, who roomed at that 
time at the Capital. Lowrie says he 
was there for about two hours and a 
half until 9 o’¢lock. This testimony was 
corroborated by Warnack. ‘ 

Lowrie denied strenuously that he 
‘was ever at the Allen residence, and 
proceeded to explain how the detectives 
came to find the stolen articles iw his 
room. He laid it all on a mysterious 
Sylvester Broughton. Tw or three days 
before the burglary he met Brough- 
ton in a Main-street saloon. 

I have lung trouble,’ explained Low- 
rie, and I have to take a giass of 
wine once in a while.” 

Brougtton wanted to sell him a dia- 
mond stud, when Lowrie laughingly 
told him he was in no shape to buy 
such things, but was indeed in need of 
work. Then Broughton told him he was 
a dealer in ——— stones and jewelry, 
and he could make him a proposition to 
dispose of his goods. 

“I was out of work,” continued Low- 

rie, “and after several talks concluded, 
since I could find nothing else ta do, to 
associate myself with Broughton. He 
said he would pay my and 25 
per cent. commission. * Xp sooner — 
I employed: than he ser me to n 
Diego. He followed me and detivéred 
the goods at my room, some of which'I 
sold—a valise and a fancy French 
‘clock. I had no idea they were stolen 
at that time I know it now. One day 
Broughton left a note in my room say- 
ing he had decided to split up and I 
have never seen him since. 1 Lanett 
ately returned to Los Angeles, bring 
ing the goods with me, and was 
once arrested, I refused to tell the de- 
tectives where my room was because 
they were so sarcastic and man- 
handed. After they had located it. one 
of them sneeringly said, “G-—- d-—— 
you, I'll bury vou.“ 
On cross-examination Lowrie kept his 
temper and denied all knowledge of the 
Allen burglary. Deputy District Attor- 
ney cComas wanted to know if he 
hadn't been known as Sylvester 
Broughton himself. but an objection to 
this question was sustained. It further 
developed that prior to his arrest Low- 
rie had made several contributions to 
local newspapers. 

Immediately after dinner argyments 
to the jury began, and did not conclude 
until 5 o'clock, soon after which hour 
the jury retired. A verdict second- 
degree burglary was returned.

CONTEST OVER THE OLD RANCHO 
BUENA VISTA. 
Protest to Application of 
Couts to Purchase Property 
Luis Rey Being Heard in 
Office. 


In the United States Land Office yes- 
terday Register and Receiver Crook- 
shank began the hearing of evidence 
in a dispute over several thousand 
acres of rich farming land near San 
Luis Rey, in San Diego county. 

The land had been generally sup- 
posed to be part of the Rancho Buena 
Vista, an old Mexican grant, but was 
excluded in the final survey, now about 
to be approved. Cave J. Couts, admin- 
istrator of the Couts estate, petitioned 
to purchase the property for $1.25 an 
acre, under the act of Congress of July 
23, 1866 


The lands had been settled upon, 
however, before their exact status had 
been fixed by government surveys, and 
settiers claim the right to file on the 
property because of occupation and 
improvement. They therefore contest 
the application of Couts to purchase. 

Notice of contest was sent to Wash- 
ington and Commissioner Binger Her- 
mann ordered a hearing and report. 
The inquiry will be a 1 one. 
and a decision cannot be expected for 
quite a time.

ANNUAL ELECTION OF DIRECTORS 
HELD LAST NIGHT.

Organization Found to Be in a Flour- 
ishing Condition, With a Bright 
Future Promised—Dale Boom Still 
Growing—Market Quotations. 


From a financial wreck, without the 
support of the business interests of 
the city, to a flourishing organization 
credited with a membership of oyer 
two hundred, embracing many of tne 
leading commercial organizations of 
Los Angeles. Such is the record of the 
Southwest Miners’ Association for the 
past year. 
There were over fifty members at the 
annual meetifig held in its headquar- 
ters in the German-American Bank 
building last evening, and there was 
keen interest manifest in the reports 
read, and in the selection of a board 
of directors for the ensuing year. 
Col. Thomas Ewing, as president of 
the association, reviewed the work of 
the past year without fear or favor. 
He announced that when the retiring 
directors took charge of affairs, a year 
ago, it was in debt, and there hung 
about it an unsavory odor of the dead 
ast. Today it owes not a dollar, and. 
one of the recognized mining organ- 
igationg in the West. 

During the year, or within the past 
three months, two magnificent exhib- 
its have been forwarded, one placed 
before those visiting the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo, and the other 
now being installed at the International 
Mining Congress exhibit at Boise, 
Idaho, which opens on the 23d inst. The 
minerals forwarded were collected 
from all over the country represented 
by the association, and contributions 
were made by over sixty mining com- 
panies. Each of the exhibits is accom- 
panied by display „setting forth 
the advantages of this mining section. 
The expenses in placing these advertise, 
ing shows has been borne by the asso- 
ciation, without a cent from individual 
members or business firms. 

In addition to the exhibits sent out, 
the local display has been improved, 
and as a result the association can w 
boast of one of the finest collectio K 
minerals in the State. 

Col. Ewing urged the members to 
use all persona! efforts in their power 
to assist in securing for this city the 
next session of the International Min- 
ing Congress. The Congress will be 
held at Boise, Idaho, this year, and it 
is anticipated that Los Angeles will be 
a strong candidate for the honors next 
year. Already fourt States have 

ledged their support, and efforts are 

ne made to win others. 

The report of Secretary H. G. James 
showed quite as satisfactory a condi- 
tion. During the past year it was an- 
nounced | $1818.50 had been collected, 
and that the expenses were covered 
by $1703.25; leaving a balance of $115.25 
on hand.

_ OF WEAKNESS. 
Investors in Oil Stock 
Were Fooled: 
«Non-assessable” Stock 
Assessed. 


Dissatisfaction Expressed With 
Management of Juanita . 
Oil Company. 


The Juanita Oil Company, which has 
for its coat of arms a wildcat, has 
levied an assessment of one cent a 
share on its subscribed stock, whereat 
a portion of the stockholders are rais- 
ing a howl, because they were assured 
when they invested in the paper that 
it was non-assessable. 

Bascom A. Stephens, the president of 
the company, its organizer, and ap- 
parently pretty much the whole thing 
in the management of its affairs, does 
not own up that it was with an eye jo 
the eternal fitness of things that he 
adopted a woldcat as the emblem of 
the company. That was merely a 
pleasant conceit of his, for Stephens is 
an eccentric individual, well known to 
the old-time residents of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and he rather prides himecif 
on his sense of humor, 

There is nothing wildcatty about the 
Juanita Oil Company, according to the 
assurances of President Stephens. It 
has leases and options on oi! lands at 
Summerland and elsewhere, and has 
made some progress in drilling for the 
oleaginous fiuia, but thus far has not 
deve.oped sufficient grease to keep the 
machinery of the company running 
smoothly. In fact, the wheels have 
stopped going round altogether, since 
June 1, nence the assessment of tne 
stock, which was widely advertised as 
being non- assessable. 

STOCK FOR A PENNY, 

The Juanita Oil Company was crzan- 
ized in March, 1900, under the laws of 
California, with an authorized capital 
stock of $10,000,000, of the par value of 
$1 per share. This was thrown upon 
the market at 1 cent per share, and for 
a while it went off like hot cakes at 
that price. After development work 
was commenced on the company's 
leases at Summerland the price was 
gradually raised until as high as 25 
cents a share was demanded and some 
sales are said to have been made at 
those figures. 

Agents of the company did a lucra- 
tive business for a while by buying 
up the l-cent shares and selling them 
at higher prices. But the company 
seems to have profited little from the 
extensive speculation in Juanita stock, 
for the time came when development 
work had to stop on account of the 
depleted condition of the treasury, and 
as there was no further demand for 
treasury stock at apy price, it became 
necessary to levy an assessment or to 
forfeit the company’s leases and op- 
and go out of business alto- 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 

President Stephens tells how this 
came about in the “Weekly Report,” 
a small periodical published by him- 
self to boom his oil companies. In 
the last number of the Report, issuei 
June 22, Stephens explains the situa- 
tion with undisguised candor, as fo'- 


lows:

as the Juanita, at least they do not 
care to invest to any considerable 
amount. If Juanita were a producing 
company, paying dividends of 2 per 
eent. per month, or thore, there would 
be no question as to the demand for 
Juanita stock. The Juanita has no 
producing wells, yet its jands, as far 
as they extend, are equal to the best 
oil lands held by any company in Cal- 

“The revenues of the company from 
the beginning to the present have 
been solely from the sales of stock. 
Under California law all stock is as- 
sessable, and hoever buys it does 
so with the notice of the law to that 
effect. At first considerable stock was 
sold without any pledge of non-asse+s. 
ment. Afterward, at the solicitation 
of agents, who represented that they 
could sell stock faster, and, therefore, 
bring in large sums of money rapidly, 
the management, in a moment of 
weakness, (in whith it confesses that 
it made a mistake,) pledged itself 
thereafter that the stock would never 
be assessed, but ‘circumstances alter 
cases.’ 

MONEY ROLLING IN. 

“The checks and money orders are 
rolling in,” said President Stephens 
yesterday, when asked how the stock- 
holders were responding to the assess- 
ment. “They all seem to be satisfied 
except some of the agents who got 
stock for commissions and advertising.. 
The fellows who did not pay any- 
thing for their holdings appear to 
the only ones who are kicking. If re- 
sponses to the assessment notice con- 
tinue to come in as they are now we 
will have money enough to resume- 
operations in a few days, and save 
what we already have invested. 

“It was unfortunate, of course, that 
we allowed our agents to represent 
that the stock was non-assessable. 
They said it was the only way they 
could sell stock, but anybody ought 
to know that all stocks are assessable 
in California.” 

President Stephens was disposed to 
take a verp optimistic view of the 
situation, and seemed to be very con- 
fident that the Juanita Oj] Company 
would be able to pull through all right 
and become a dividend-paying corpor- 
ation in the course of time. 

VICE-PRESIDENT IS SORE. 

William M. Richards, who is adver- 
tised as vice-president of the com- 
pany, and who has for the last week 
or two been @cupying desk room in 
the office of the Juanita Oll Company 
at No. 175 rth Spring street, was 
not so confidept as to the outcome, 
when he was interviewed ding 
the situation. Mr’ Richards did not 
attempt to conceal his disapproval of 
the assessment. He said he had come 
down here from_San Francisco for the 
— 4 purpose of looking into the 

airs of the company, and he was 
not very well pleased with what he 
had learned. 

He had tendered his resignation ‘as 
an officer and a director of the com- 
pany, in the management of whith 
he had never had a voice, anyhow, he 
said. “Stephens is ‘it,’ the whole 
thing, so far as the management is 
concerned. He has two directors who 
meet with him occasionally, but one 
of them is blind and the other is deaf, 
and whatever he goes,“ said the 
d isted vice-president.

FROM THE FUNNEL. 


BEET GRINDING WILL BEGIN TO- 
DAY AT OXNARD. 


Many Men Put at oWrk in the Great 
Factory Within the Past Few Days— 


Outlook for a Promising and Busy 
Season. 


OXNARD, July 9.—{From The Times’ 
Resident Correspondent.] Tomorrow 
the factory will begin grinding beets 
for the first time in this campatitn, 
and the season is expected to last 
about four and a half months. The 
lime kilns have been making lime 
since last Friday in order to be ahead 
of the demand; the beet sheds have 
been taking beets since Monday, and 
tomorrow morning they will be re- 
ceived through the sluices into the big 
mill, and twenty-four hours afterward 
sugar will commence pouring out of 
the funnel in the sugar warehouse. 

Men have been put at work rapidly 
the last few days. It has been neces- 
sary for them to become acquainted 
with their machines before the real 
sugar making begins. This is one of 
the difficulties that beset the manu- 
facture of beet sugar. The plant, op- 
erating only part of a year, cannot 
keep its experienced men, and each 
seascn must break in a host of green 
hands. 

For several months back, ever since 
the last campaign, in fact, the factory 
people have been planning and execut- 
ing changes and improvements, caleu- 
lated to bette? the processes or save 
the breaks and stoppages of last year. 
An entirely new treatment for mo- 
lasses, called the Osmose plant, has 
been put in: a new beet screw elevat- 
ing the beet, a piece of machinery that 
caused two-thirds. of the trouble be- 
fore has been fixed so that the best 
engineers in the country say it will 
do, and the beet dumzs have deen in- 
creased to a third additional capacity. 
The factory has always been quoted as 
a 2000-ton plant, but it is now esti- 
mated at 2200 tons. Altogether the out- 
look is for a successful season, and @ 
busy summer and fal! for Oxnard.

LL-CONQUERING ROME 
_ FEARS THE MOSQUITO. 


— — 


ITS WALLS ARE NOW OF WIRE AND 
COTTON NETTING. 


Laborers on the Campagna Go 
. Swathed and Draped and Even Train 
Hands are Veiled—Officials Watch 
to See That Sanitary Rules are not 
Violated. 


{Rome Correspondence New Tork 
Press:] A strange land to see is the 
Roman Campagna nowadays. 

Since it has been determined that 
this famous territory has deen the 
spreader of the curse of the world, 
malaria, for so many centuries, en- 
tirely because of the mosquitoes with 
which it is infested, a vast quarantine 
has been declared against the blood- 
thirsty insects. 

The entire Campagna is wrapped in 
netting. | 

This is done not merely because the 
inhabitants want to do it, but because 
the government has forced many to 
do it by edict. They are not per- 
mitted to sleep except under mosquito 
netting; they may not labor in the 
fields except with netted - 
dresses, and gauntlets to protect their 
arms and hands; every aperture of 
their houses, even the chimneys, must 
be covered with metallic netting. 

These laws have a double end. First 
they are designed to protect the indi- 
viduals themselves, and save them 
from getting the malaria through the 
bites of the mosquitoes; secondly, the 


laws are enforced because it is held 
that every individual that the 
disease is a walking -ource of propaga- 


tion of the scourge and that any law 
that will protect his neighbors is jus- 
tiflable. 

Those who suder from the disease 
already are not privileged. They must 
dwell under the netting like others, 
and, in addition, the state is putting 
them through a rigorous course of 
treatment for the compiaint, dosing 
them with decoctions of Peruvian 
bark, iron. arsen'c and other specifics. 

In the Campagna now folk shut 
themselves up in their mosquito-proof 
houses at sundown, and they do not 
stir abrond after that except on 
urgent business, and then only when 


thoroughly covered with veils and 
gloves. 
The rigorous observance of these 


rules is necessary. Readers of the 
Sunday Press will remember the ar- 
ticle in an issue some months ago, in 
which this terrible Roman Campagna 
was described as a land of almost 
sure death, where the laborers crawled 
around like yellow corpses and where 
hardly any inhabitant could hope to 
escape the plague of malaria. Sooner 
or later it was bound to catch him 
and kill, him, or leave him a Wreck 
for the rest of his wretched life. 

It is a queer experience to travel 
over the railroads that run through 
the quarantined districts now. There 
is not a peephole in cars, waiting 
rooms, signal towers or flag stations 
that is left uncovered. The flagmen, 
the conductors and brakemen, the sta- 
tion masters and the baggage smash- 
ers all are veiled, and have their arms 
in gauntiets that reach to the el- 


bows. 

All along the line of the road you 
see curious muffied figures plowing 
and following other agricultural pur- 
suits, attired as if for purpose of dis- 
guise. Your fellow- passengers are 
so hidden behind their veils that you 
cannot for the life of you see a single 
face. Even the oxen in some of the 
fields are swathed in the stuff, and 
they look odd enough, as they stalk 
along majestically with yards and 
yards of gauze netting hanging on 
them. It 
fashioned parlors in New England 
farmhouses in fly time, when the fur- 
niture was covered awfully and mys- 
teriously with the same kind of gauze. 

Employés of the railroad are 
watched carefully to see that they 
do not violate. any of the sanitary 
rules. Officials examine each laborer 
and warn him to take care that he 
is properly velled. The doors of all 
waiting rooms are protected with 
double doors, which close alternately 
and automatically. 

It is laid on the inhabitants of the 
Campagna everywhere to be vigilant 


-to a painful degree. They are asked, 


whenever even a single mosquito man- 
ages to penetrate into their houses, 
to drop all other occupations, what- 
ever they may be, and not rest until 
they have killed the wicked thing. It 
may have in its sting the death of 
a part or even all of the household. 
To make the destruction of a mosquito 
interloper more easy, every bit of wall 
in every part of the railroad proper- 
ties is painted a dead white.
